WABHINGTON, Aug 17.—Substantial
progreas has been achieved, in the judg-
mant of administration officlals hers, by
John Lind in the dlseharge of his dellcate
misalon to Mexico. They feel the Amer-
fcan ambasay’'s adviser at least has made
& brasoh in the wall, which theorstically
has been erected by the Mexioan govern.
ment to obstruct his negotintions. The
presentment he has already made Is un-
derstood to be only of a preliminary
character and will be followed by others
wetting out more In detall the objeot whieh
the American adminlstration had in mind
in dispatohing him to Mexico City.

The delivery of thess supplamentary
communications, sither orally or in writ-
ing, will depend entirely upon the recap-
don acoorded the American government's
first communioation.

Regarded as Promising.

This s now under careful considera-
tlon, & faot regarded as of the utmont
promise for tha ultimoate suoccess of tha
nagotiations. It is undsrstood that while
there s nothing In thess wviews In the
nature of a demand for the withdrawal of
General Huerta from the presidency, or
for the arbitrary fixing of a date for a
genarnl election, there is nevertheless a
distinet intimation of the administration’s
balief that some concession should be
made by the Huerta government to ter-
minate the present insurrection and to
insure the ascendancy of a truly popular
government. If thess fundamentals are
accepted, the way will be open for con-
ferance to define the means by which
the desired results could be brought about.

The purpose of the sug-
gestion, he stated, was “to avold the
spectacie of two persons clalming to aoct
as governor of thia great state at the
same time.'"

Governor Sulrer's letter, whioh arvived
